(1) The present unliquidated balance of the obligation set up for 
"Other Agency Costs" is inadequate to meet the relevant charges 
listed in the above referenced Advice, 


(2) The reasons for the deficiency are 


(a) the decrease of the unliquidated balances of the 
obligations in June 1953 to an irreducible mininum 
in an endeavor to minimize the then existing over- 
obligation; 


(b) the acceptance by FOA/W of Geological Survey's 
technical and administrative backstopping charge 
of some $16,000 without the Mission's prior 
knowledge. 


(3) Mission has solved the problem set forth under (1) above by 
transferring $17,000 from the obligation established for the

b. The amounts of all sub-allotments do not exceed the appropriate 
basic allotment.

b. Review current and proposed staffing patterns to insure that planned 
staffs are cogsistent with financing available. 


c. Insure that estimates for personal services and other object costs 
are realistically calculated and fully supported by justification when 
submitted to FOA/W. 


2. Execution of administrative expense budgets. 


The Mission Controller is responsible for insuring that mission 
obligations and expenditures are kept within such quarterly or annual 
allotments as may be issued by FOA/W. He should program the obli- 
gation of funds in such a manner as to make most effective use of the 
limited funds available for administrative expenses and should establish 
such internal procedures as may be required to enable him to fulfill 
this responsibility.

Establishment and maintenance of accounting records and controls.

¢c. Project Accounts (e.g., Animal Husbandry, Plant Industry, 
Irrigation, Hydroelectric Power Plant, etc.). 


d. Distribution Accounts necessary to accumulate information as to 
object classes, commodity codes, and functional activities such as 
technician costs, trainee costs, local labor costs, and supply 
components. 


The Mission Controller will also assure that all potential obligations 
are approved from the standpoint of fund availability through estab- 
lishment of pre-validation techniques suitable to the needs of the 
program, In cases requiring FOA/W or other agency action, the 
Controller will certify fund availability on the requesting documents. 


The Mission Controller (within broad general guidance from FOA/W) 
will be responsible to assure that joint fund accounts as necessary 
will be established and maintained in a manner compatible with USOM 
appropriated dollar accounts so that USOM Director and FOA/W will 
get proper perspective of the financial position of the country pro- 
gram as a whole when joint-fund reports are consolidated with reports 
taken from USOM's accounts. 


Preparation and submission of timely financial reports.\ mn 


In recognition of the importance of accurate and timely financial reports 
to management, the USOM Controller will insure the preparation and 
submission of such reports to USOM Director and FOW/W. In addition,

Establishmest and maintenance of the effective banking arrangements. 


In striving for fullest utilization of commercial banking facilities for 
financing commercial procurement the USOM Controller is responsible 
for assisting in setting up machinery to enable private importers and 
governments to finance commercial procurement through commercial 
banking facilities in participating countries, He will also be responsible 
for assisting joint fund officials in making arrangements for bank deposits, 
the issuance of bank statements, etc., concerning joint fund accounts. 
With respect to U.S. funds, he coordinates banking arrangements with 

the U.S. Disbursing Officer concerned, advising him of estimated monthly 
local currency requirements, etc. 


Il. AUDIT 


A. 


Voucher Audit 

Except in instances where arrangements with the U.S. Embassy provide 

for the audit and certification ofr. routine administrative vouchers such 

as payrolls, travel vouchers, etc., the USOM Controller is responsible 

for the audit and certification for payment of all vouchers requiring 
expenditure of FOA funds in the host country, In the audit of such vouchers, 
the Controller will insure that: 

1. Commodities and/or services are received as ordered; 

2. Quality of goods or services meet contract terms; 

3, Vendors' invoices are properly computed; 


4. Appropriate discounts, if any, are taken; and 


5. Vouchers show correct exchange rate if other than U.S. dollars are 
involved. 


Note: A Receiving and Inspection Report submitted by the appropriate 
program official usually satisfies requirements 1. and 2. above. 
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B. Property Audit 


Commodities financed with FOA funds may be described as project com- 
modities (if they are for actual use by FOA or on an FOA project) or 
non-project commodities if they are furnished to generate local currency 
either for project use or for budgetary support or if they were supplied 
because of a lack of dollars on the part of the host country. 


1, Project Commodities. 
The USOM Controller will: 


a. Insure that adequate controls and procedures exist to provide 
for the movement of commodities to projects for which ordered. 


b. Satisfy himself that inventory records exist and are maintained 
currently on all non-expendable property, that property is properly 
labeled to show ownership, and numbered wherever more than one 
piece of equipment of a particular type is on hand. 


c. Insure that an adequate utilization reporting system exists to pro- 
vide for the movement of non-utilized commodities to projects 
requiring such commodities. 

2. Non-Project Commodities. 


The USOM Controller will: 


a. Insure the preparation and submission of Arrival Reports as 
required. 


b. Conduct end-use checks to detect diversion of such commodities 
to locations and uses not intended or non-utilization of commodities. 


c. Arrange for deposit of local currency in appropriate accounts if such 
is required and not already accomplished under FOA/W direction, 


d. Insure follow-up checks by appropriate program officials to deter- 
mine whether results for which commodities were @ipplied are 


achieved. 


Cc. Local Currency 
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C. Local Currency Audits 


l. 


Counterpart funds 


When, upon approval by the U.S., a recipient country withdraws 
counterpart funds, the USOM Controller will conduct appropriate 
checks to determine that actual use of the funds is for the purposes 
approved and that instances where reasonable business management 
practices are not observed are called to the attention of the USOM 
Director. 


Other Local Currency 


In instances where local currency becomes available to a program for 
uses agreed upon between the U.S. and recipient country either as a 
result of the extension of assistance by the U.S. (local currency 
generating commodities) or by contribution of the recipient country, 
the USOM Controller will conduct audits of the accounts from time to 
time to determine that such currency is being used in the amounts 
and for the purposes agreed. In this connection, the need for audits 
will depend in large part on the completeness of the local currency 
reporting system established (See II A 3 above). 


D. Prices 


FOA's concern with prices rests especially upon three considerations, 
one or more of which is applicable in the case of any USOM. These are: 
(a) statutory requirements, (b) regulatory requirements, and (c) reason- 
able administrative standards for the prudent expenditure of public funds. 
It is the function of the USOM Controller to safeguard the agency against 
departures from these requirements by: 


1. 


Assisting in any way possible in the establishment and operation of 
an efficient procurement procedure, 


Compiling information of aid to FOA/W in its evaluation of the property 
of prices paid in local markets. 


Being on the lookout for discrepancies between quality specified in 
contracts and commodities delivered to the cooperating country. 
The USOM Controller is responsible for requesting refunds locally 


in the case 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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in the case of discrepancies found on contracts being paid locally, 

He is responsible for advising FOA/W of discrepancies noted on con- 
tracts paid by FOA/W. Cases of unrealistic contract quality require- 
ments should also be pointed out to the responsible USOM official 
and/or FOA/W. 


Being alert to discover complaints from trade sources that may enable 
responsible officials to anticipate new, or determine old, instances of 
imprudent purchasing or purchasing that may otherwise arouge unfavor- 
able criticism. 


Examining, on a sample basis, joint fund procurement bid analyses, 
to see that procurement is made at lowest prices. The USOM Controller 
should not, however, participate in the bid awards. 


E. Procurement Practices 


Responsibility for the evaluation of the effectiveness of procurement 
practices in the cooperating countries rests with the Mission Controller 
who has responsibility for reporting to USOM Director his estimate of the 
effectiveness of these procurement practices in satisfying reasonable 
standards for prudent procurement and in fulfilling the agency objectives. 

In carrying out this responsibility the USOM Controller should be concerned 
with: 


a 


The evaluation of procurement procedures in terms of the standards 
fixed by FOA/W; 


The evaluation of the procedure in operation. Some of the specific 
matters with which the USOM Controller must be concerned are: 


a. Where sub P/As are issued, is the system of award conducive to 
the attainment cf our procurement goals? 


b. Does the system encourage participation by reliable sellers in 
competitive strength? 


c. Are specifications written in a fashion to further our objectives? 


d. Is the local commercial community aware of the requirements for 
participation in the FOA program?

Mr, Howell stated that his investigation has disclosed an overobligation 

of $ 170,230.17 resulting larzely from heavy expenditures for rehabilitatdor

In order to forestall a repetition of this occurrence and in observance 

of good accounting principles, Mr. Howell determined that no obligations 

or payments may henceforth be made unless Mr, Bode, as controller, has 
certified that sufficient funds are available in each case, Mr. Dunaway 
explained that this procedure has already been in effect since June 1, 1953, 


Mr, Dunaway requested clarification on the subject of adherence to bulget 
estimates approved by TCA/T, Mr. Howell pointed out that the approved 
budget estimates are to serve as a guide and need not be rigidly adhered to, 
that minor shifts between fields of activity and expense categories may 

be made by the Country Director and that major changes may also be made 

by him, but that,with respect to the latter, TCA/I should be kept informed.
